Token Tales 


Charles Fox Led English Party 


Of Opposition Throug

Newcastle Upon Tyne, England 

The outstanding British politician, 
Charles James Fox, was born January 
24, 1749, the third and favorite son of 
Henry Fox, first Lord Holland. He 
went to school at Eton where he ac- 
quired a love of the classics which 
remained with him all his life. 

Lord Holland held extraordinary 
views on the upbringing of children 
and treated his sons as boon compan- 
ions in his pleasures. In 1763 he took 
Charles to Paris and to Spa and en- 
couraged him in dissipation and gamb- 
ling. Despite this unusual interlude in 
his studies, young Charles worked hard 
from natural inclination. 

In 1764 he went to Hartford College, 
Oxford. He visited France and Italy 
several times during his vacations and 
became a sound French and Italian 
scholar. 

In 1768 Lord Holland bought the 
‘pocket borough’ of Midhurst for 
Charles, and he entered Parliament 
and London society in 1769 at the age 
of 20. His career was a reflection of 
his early training, a strange mixture 
of hard work, ability and success 
mingled with dissipation and a mania 
for gambling. He kept race horses and 
bet on them heavily. 

It is said that on the race course he 
was overall successful, but at the 
gaming tables he was unfortunate, and 
was fleeced both in° London and in 
Paris by unscrupulous players. 

The public life of Charles James Fox 
has been described so often that only 
an outline of his political career will 
be given here. At first he supported

the policies of the court, and in 1770 
he was appointed a junior lord of the 
Admiralty. In 1772 Lord North and 
Charles Fox were attacked by a mob 
and rolled in the mud because they 
opposed Wilkes. 

Fox became an outstanding orator 
and in 1775 made a remarkable speech, 
which has unfortunately been lost, in 
defense of the American colonies and 
their resistance to paying taxes to 
Britain. Again and again Fox repre- 
sented the underprivileged, or pleaded 
the unpopular cause, and through this 
his political career was spent almost 
entirely in the opposition. 

He was only in office for a few months 
in 1782-3, and again in 1806 shortly 
before his death. 

He supported parliamentary reform, 
believing that a House filled with nomi- 
nees of borough-mongers and the Trea- 
sury would never pe able to restrain 
the king. He advocated the removal of 
religious restrictions and tests; the sup- 
pression: of vested interests in public 
affairs; the abolition of slavery; and 
the emancipation of all classes an 
races of men. 

Fox was a personal friend of the 
Prince of Wales, but the latter mis- 
led him by a denial of his marriage 
to Mrs. Fitzherbert in 1787. On learning 
the truth the opposition leader broke 
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off all relations with the prince. A 
year later they resumed their alliance, 
but their friendship was restricted. 

Fox sympathized with the revolu- 
tionaries in France, believing that jus- 
tice had triumphed over the despotism 
of the Bourbon family. He defended the 
errors and excesses of the revolution. 
By 1797 his friends had turned from 
him and he was virtually alone in Par- 
liamem. 

He withdrew from the House and 
retired to St. Annes’ hill near Chertsey 
in Surrey, with his wife, Mrs. Arm- 
istead. They had been married in 1795 
but the marriage remained secret until 
1802. He corresponded with friends, 
studied the classics, and enjoyed him- 
self in his garden. This was probably 
the happiest part of his life. 

Fox returned to Parliament in 1800, 
and Pitt’s death in 1896 left ‘‘Old Char- 
ley’’ the outstanding figure in the House. 
He became Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs. 

Unfortunately his health began to fail 
and he only had time to pass his bill 
for the abolition of the slave trade 
on June 10, in what turned out to be 
his last appearance in the House of 
Commons. He died of dropsy on Sep- 
tember 13, 1806, and was buried. in 
Westminster Abbey by the side of his 
life-long antagonist, William Pitt, the 
king’s sycophant. Fox had no children. 

Fox’s private life was even more 
erratic than his public. When his father

died in 1774, he was left £154,000 to 
clear his debts; but within a very short 
time his passion for gaming made him 
as deeply pledged as before. His skill 
at whist and piquet was worth £4,000 
a year, but he preferred games of 
chance, particularly faro. 

Once, and once only, he won about 
£8,000 in an evening. Part of the money 
he paid to his creditors, and he soon 
lost the remainder. Before he was 30 
he had gambled away everything he 
could realize, and frequently he was 
unable to pay for his daily require- 
ments. Sometimes he was reduced to 
borrowing money from the waiters after 
losing his last guinea at faro. 

In the debate on the Thirty-nine Ar- 
ticles on Thursday, February 6, 1772, 
Fox did not shine, which was hardly 
surprising. He had played hazard at Al- 
mack’s club from Tuesday night on the 
4th, until 5 p.m. in the afternoon of 
Wednesday the 5th. At 4 p.m. he had 
recovered £12,000 that he had lost, but 
by dinner which was at 5 o’clock, he 
finished by losing £11,000. 

On Thursday he spoke in the debate; 
went to dinner after 11 p.m. and on 
to White’s club where he drank until 
7 a.m.; then to Almack’s where he 
won £6,000, and between 3 p.m. and 
4 p.m. he left for Newmarket races. 

Once, when Charles and his brother 
were both under 25, Stephen lost £11,000 
two days in succession, and Charles 
£10,000 on the third, a family loss of 
£32,000 in three nights! 
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On another occasion Charles won 
handsomely, when a bond-creditor asked 
for payment. ‘Impossible, sir,” replied 
Fox, ‘‘I must first discharge my debts 
of honor.” The bond-creditor protested. 
“Well, sir, give me your bond.” Fox 
tore it into pieces and threw them 
into the fire. ‘“‘Now sir, my debt to 
you is a debt of honor,” and he im- 
mediately paid. him. 

After losses at the gaming table Fox 
found comfort in reading classical 
authors. One morning after he had 
spent the whole night in a disastrous 
game of faro, a friend went round to 
his rooms early, expecting to find a 
frantic gamester bewailing his losses, 
or plunged in moody despair. Instead 
he found him reading Greek. 

“What would you have me do?” 
asked Fox. “I have lost my last shil- 
ling.”’ 

More than once when he had lost 
all that he could raise at faro, instead 
of cursing or becoming agitated, he 
laid his head on the table and, ex- 
hausted by mental fatigue, fell into a 
profound sleep. 

In 1781, Walpole was walking up St. 
James’s and saw a cart at Fox’s door, 
loading up copper and an old chest of 
drawers. A success at faro had awak- 
ened a host of creditors, and one had 
seized and carried off Fox’s goods, 
which did not seem worth removing. 
Shortly afterwards Fox sauntered by 
his own door, ignored the cart, and 
came up to the window of Walpole’s

coach to discuss the Marriage bill, quite 
unperturbed by what was going on. 

In the same year Fox’s library, which 
had been taken in execution, was sold. 

One night at Brooke’s, Fox made 
some remark about government powder. 
Adams took offense and sent Fox a 
challenge. Fox went out and took his 
station, facing to the front. His second, 
Fitzgerald cautioned him, ‘“‘You must 
stand sideways.”’ ‘“‘Why?” asked Fox, 
“T am as thick one way as the other.” 

“Fire!’? Adams fired, Fox did not, 
and when told he must, replied; ‘‘I’ll 
be damned if I do. I have no quarrel.”’ 
They then advanced and shook hands. 

Fox said, ‘‘Adams, you’d have killed 
me if it had not been government 
powder.” The ball had hit him in the 
groin.

The Faces of Robert Orchard 
By Jim Wahl 


A curious series, but very difficult to acquire most of the pieces, is the tokens of Robert 
Orchard issued in penny, halfpenny and farthing denominations. No other series by the same 
issuer has so many denominations and different depictions of the same person. The farthings are 
fairly common and were probably issued for trade. The other Orchard tokens are essentially 
private tokens as they were issued in small quantities, many of which are quite rare to extremely 
rare. It is not possible for a collector to complete the series due to the rarity. The Smithfield 
token, Middlesex 401, is now unknown and only three pieces of The Sawbridge token, 
Hertsfordshire 1 are known. 30 electrotypes of this token were made by Patrick Deane and 
become available occasionally. 

What is really unique in this series is that pieces were issued in penny, halfpenny and 
farthing denominations with two different bust portrayals on the penny tokens, three in halfpenny 
and two in farthing pieces. The different bust faces show a progression in age and are dated from 
1795 to 1804. The genuine tokens issued by Orchard are relatively few, but many rare mules 
using Orchard dies were made by Prattent or Skidmore. In no other series is there different face 
views of the same issuer. Who is the real Robert Orchard? The face on Hertsfordshire 1 is 
undoubtedly an actual likeness of Orchard; but the others made by three different die sinkers may 
be only as imagined by them. However, each of the faces portrayed must have been approved by 
him as he had them listed on his printed pages made for insertion in Conder’s book as related 
later in this article. The earliest token, Middlesex 399, dated 1795, is of an ordinary appearing 
young man with long straight hair as does Middlesex 1060, dated 1796, with the addition of a hat. 
Middlesex 400 and 402 by a different die sinker glamorize his portrait and 402 is dated 1797. 
The Hertfordshire | token is dated 1801 and reflects a more successful, prosperous young man. 
A more sober older man with curly hair is portrayed on Middlesex 38, dated 1803. The same 
portrait is on the farthing, Middlesex 1063, dated 1804. 

Arthur Waters in his “Notes Respecting the Issuers of the Eighteenth Century Tokens 
Struck for the County of the County of Middlesex” comments, “Two mezzotint portraits of this 
issuer were printed, one a whole length, engraved by W.T.Annis; the other was a half length by 
W.Barnard; both were after a painting by David Gowers. They were published in 1803. There 
were only six impressions taken of the whole length portrait; the plate was then destroyed, and 
but three of these were known to Chaloner Smith in 1883, when he published his famous work on 
British Mezzotint Portraits. Of the half length portrait there were two hundred impressions 
taken." 

The two mezzotint portraits from two different engravers are quite different from each 
other, although recognizable as the same person, inasmuch as they came from the same painting. 
The full length portrait appears to be of a boy, dressed in ill-fitting borrowed clothes and in a 
stilted pose. Perhaps this is why only six impressions of this print were made versus two hundred 
of the half length portrait.The Sawbridge token is dated 1801, two years prior to the production of 
the mezzotints in 1803, so the die maker probably worked from the painting by David Gowers. 

The half length mezzotint of Robert Orchard is shown as lot 420 of Allan Davisson’s 
Auction Fifteen with the same view of Orchard as on the Hertsfordshire 1 token. On the print 
there is more detail, he looks happy and prosperous and is wearing a ruffled shirt with a well 
tailored coat. In addition there is a handwritten note on the back of the print reading, “Robert 
Orchard — This petty Grocer has had the vanity of having his beautiful visage engraved at least in 
four different forms-. This is the most interesting portrait of him, as he had added his arms and 
his autograph.” There is an additional scribbled over comment under the note, making it 
indecipherable. 

Arthur Waters had an annotated copy of Conder’s work by Thomas Woodward, a 
contemporary collector, with the note, “Robert Orchard, apprentice to a grocer in St. John Street 
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(West Smithfield), whose vanity has induced him to have engraved several tokens with his bust.” 
This explains why Orchard had the Smithfield token made as a memory of his apprenticeship. 
The Bazaar published a copy of a newspaper advertisement from about 1802 offering this token 
for sale. It was known afterwards to be in the possession of Matthew Young, a coin dealer, who 
had purchased it from James, the engraver of the dies. 

This leads to a speculation about Robert Orchard himself. The contemporary comments 
on the half length mezzotint and the one by Thomas Woodward both refer to his vanity. Did he 
have the many designs and bust depictions made as an ego trip to give to friends, or to advertise 
to business associates, as he had his address on several of them? Ina handbill he had printed, he 
listed fifteen leading collectors and/or issuers of tokens who had an example of his Middlesex 38 
token in their possession, including Thomas Woodward. He also undoubtedly just liked tokens. 

Robert Orchard had engravings of his tokens printed on three plates. R.C. Bell in his 
“Tradesmen’s Tokens and Private Tokens” states that the plates had been prepared to be inserted 
in Conder’s book listing of tokens published in 1798 and 1799. The dates of the tokens extend to 
1804, explaining why the pages were made for later insertion. The list as printed in Bell’s book 
has one error in describing the second token of Plate II as “head to the right” when it is actually to 
the left. The descriptions from these plates follows. I have given them die numbers for purposes 
of this article as referred to in the listing of all the tokens using Orchard dies.

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D & H describes Middlesex tokens as Orchard’s, numbers 38, 399 through 413, and 
1060 through 1063, but only those listed in the three plates engraved by Orchard are considered 
to have been actually issued by him. Middlesex 404 is a combination of dies 11 and 15, which 
could possibly have also been issued by Orchard as die 15 was not used on any of the mules. A 
number of mules were made using one of the Orchard dies as a reverse. Most of them are very 
rare and are listed in the Appendix. 

Over the years I have saved auction catalogs and price lists and have tracked how many 
times tokens of interest have been offered for sale. The Appendix lists all the Orchard tokens and 
those mules using an Orchard die, with my count of the number of appearances. The numbers are 
only of those of my own records, but do indicate relative scarcity of these tokens. Many of those 
sold in auctions were bought by dealers for re-sale, but it is not possible to further isolate the 
number of occurrences. The passing of a rare piece to a later generation of collectors tends to 
distort the count. For instance, only eighteen pieces were made of Middlesex 38 so some of the 
count of 6 appearing in auctions most probably include the same piece appearing later in time. 
The count extends from about 1979 through the Noble sale in July, 1998. In the tabulation, Die 
refers to the assigned die number, A is number of times appeared in auctions, L for number of 
times on price lists, and T is for total.

The Liberty Cap Motif on Late 18th Century English Tokens 
by Tom Fredette 


Having been a coin, token and medal collecting fun fan for over 40 years, I have seen 
enough of these (usually) round objects to notice various aspects of design on them - design 
which has been present on the coins, tokens and medals of many nations for many centuries. Just 
recently, J was inspired to write about one of my favorites for the journal of another group to 
which J belong and it occurred to me that the subject - the use of the liberty cap as a design motif - 
would also be a suitable one fora CTCC article. 


The liberty cap is a design well known to those in the western hemisphere who collect 
the coins of the United States and our neighbor to the south, Mexico. It is equally important to the 
collector of late 18th century English tokens. Thomas Paine, among others, frequently wrote 
about liberty during this historical period keeping the idea alive in the minds of Americans and 
Englishmen alike. It is only natural then, that.a design element such as this one would find its way 
onto the tokens of this era. 


A survey of Dalton and Hamer reveals more than a dozen and a half instances in which the 
liberty cap is shown on “Conder” tokens. It is always shown in the “Phrygian” or Greco-Roman 
style. According to the Encyclopedia Britannica the Phrygian Cap is a: 


soft felt or wool conical headdress fitting closely around the 
head and characterized by a pointed crown that curls forward. Itoriginated 
in the ancient country of Phrygia in Asia Minor and is represented in ancient 
Greek art as the type of headdress worn by Orientals. In Rome the Phrygian 
cap was worn by emancipated slaves as a symbol of their freedom. 

The Phrygian cap once more became the emblem of liberty in the 
18th century during the French Revolution, when it was adopted by the 
Revolutionaries as the “red cap of liberty.” It continues to be associated 
with the national allegorical figure of Liberte’.

This cap motif breaks down into three distinct types which could be classified as follows: 
a) displayed on a pole (R.C. Bell’s “Staff of Liberty”; (b) shown as radiated and (c) shown as 
plain or unadorned. The cap appears on token denominations from the lowly farthing to the 
lofty crown (ARNOLD’s) and is combined with various design elements such as a tomb, an 
anchor, laurel leaves and a pig - just to name a few. It is not the purpose of this article to discuss 
every entry in Dalton and Hamer which mentions the liberty cap design, so the following 
descriptions should be considered those which I feel best represent the various types in this series. 
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The Display on a Pole type: 


Middlesex counts several examples of this type. No. 18 , from Hackney, is the 1d 
token of the Sheffield Constitutional Society and shows the design in the most straightforward 
manner. The token is Skidmore’s work according to Arthur W. Waters - a mule made for sale.

Another example of this type, one with more of a rumpled or well-used look, is seen on the 
Arnold tokens from Nottinghamshire. They depict the cap on a pole surrounded by a Roman 
fasces. This token comes in four denominations. A third example, and a favorite of this writer, 
is “The Monster Sedition” variety. Dalton and Hamer classify it as a medal that has an association 
with the Birmingham riots. Waters calls it a political token.

In the United States, the Statue of Liberty is occasionally described by its somewhat un- 
official title as “enlightening the world.” A symbol displayed with rays surrounding it draws 
attention to itself and suggests the idea of enlightenment. So it is with the radiated liberty cap 
design. When one views it surrounded by rays, along with other design elements, it is truly an 
outstanding display in the opinion of this writer. There are two good examples of this cap type. 
The first variety , Middlesex 459, is displayed over an anchor. Bell says that Skidmore probably 
produced the token and that it “...was apparently struck for Prattent for sale to collectors. The 
‘reverse design of an anchor is the device of the Admiralty - and a well-known maritime badge. 
This variety is shown in Middlesex with and without laurel leaves to either side of the anchor. 
Another variety in this category which is worthy of note, is listed as Middlesex 1108 and is of 
farthing size. It shows the “cap of liberty radiated upon a pole, which is crossed by a sword and a 
palm branch”, replicating a design element from the first category above.

The Plain or Unadorned Cap type: 


This type is also shown on a farthing size token which is listed as part of the “Prince and 
Princess of Wales” series in Middlesex. The token displays a small, plain cap device above “A 
pig, with the Prince of Wales’ crest on its head, trampling upon ‘honor,’ cards, dice, &c., strewn 
on the ground...” No. 1147 uses the motto most pertinent to this discussion - FREEDOM TO 
THE SLAVE. This seems to be the only token of the liberty cap type to make a reference to the 
anti-slavery movement, and it is a motto that could be interpreted in more than one way. 

Liberty is an idea as well as an ideal to all people. And the liberty cap shares the 
symbolism of this ideal with objects such as the liberty tree, the liberty pole and the Liberty Bell. 
It is appropriate that this device is seen on the tokens of the Late 18th Century series - in the time 
period for which the principles of liberty were looked at from many angles. Along with other 
motifs and mottos, it stands as a visual, easily recognized symbol of a right that citizens cherish 
as God-given. In his book about the life of Tom Paine, John Keane writes: “ ‘Where liberty is, 
there is my country’, (Paine’s) good friend Benjamin Franklin once reportedly remarked to him. 
‘Where liberty is not, there is my country,’ Paine quipped in reply.

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WHAT ARE YOU GOING TO COLLECT NOW, JOEL? 
Joel W. Spingarn 


As with many collectors, my collecting interests eventually gravitated to early 
date large cents, after collecting “type coins” for a short time. I became convinced, 
after reading Dr. William Sheldon ’s opening paragraphs in /eaay Fhimsy , that col- 
lecting early date large cents offered more interest than any other series, with its 


concomitant history of trials and tribulations in establishing the U.S. Mint. 


For approximately ten years | heartily enjoyed “the hunt,” gradually adding 
each variety, both common and rare, to my collection. My criteria were to locate 
coins that were pleasant to took at and in the highest grade I could afford--which 
rarely exceeded VF. The acquisitions included all the numbered Sheldon varieties 
except the S-79 and the §-217. Both of these were available, however, at stratospheric 
prices. After due consideration, I decided to ignore the “distinction” of having my 
Name appear on an auction catalogue, so | proceeded to personally handle the sale of 
my collection. 


Looking back from this point in time, I am certain that had I allowed the col- 
lection to be sold by others, I would have cheated myself out of the most pleasurable 
aspect of my endeavor. Needless to say, eliminating the middleman not only 
proffered greater profits, but additionally gave me the opportunity to become 
acquainted with many members of E.A.C. whose friendship I now cherish. 


So what was I going to collect now? That question must have been asked of me 
a hundred times. I did wish to collect something numismatic but it was difficult to 
settle on a particular series. The subtle differences within most series | found to be 
too repetitious. Middle dates, half cents, Fugios, New Jerseys--they were all 
considered and rejected. A generat collection of Colonials was a strong possibility 
because they offered quite a lot of variation in design. The downside was that a high 
grade collection would require a considerable investment. Additionally, I was not 
impressed with the designs--e.g.. Ugly Head, indeed! I gave thought to making a 
decision for almost two years but was unable to find something to spark my interest. 
I wished to stay in “copper,” and would enjoy collecting high grade pieces. I used to 
look at those high grade, lustrous large cents with envy, but they were not within my 
means. 


During the last E.A-C. Convention. I had the honor of meeting Robbie Brown. 
During our conversation, the usual question of “what was I going to collect now?” 
came up, and I gave my standard response, “I'm not sure, but something will come 
along.” Robbie suggested that Conder tokens might be considered. I had no 
knowledge of the series but was curious. Robbie gave me a brief description and also 
mentioned that he had numerous duplicates that he would sell cheap. I said, “send 


them.” I thought if I found them unsuitable, | would simply offer them for sale. 


The tokens arrived, some circs and some uncs. . a few hundred in number. | 


located the proper book, 7fe Provincial Token-Coinage of the [8th Century , by 
Dalton and Hamer. Although I was somewhat skeptical, I proceeded to study. 


For one thing, the series was British. Would | really like to collect something 
other than U.S. ? I felt like a traitor! Upon further study, I found quite a lot of rela- 
tionship fetween the Conder tokens and U. §. Colonial coins. Also, some of the 
subjects depicted on the tokens referred to things American. That was a plus! The 
tokens were issued after the American Revolution, and during the French 
Revolution. The British aristocracy was fearful that a similar event might occur in 
England, and it very nearly happened. Many pieces refer to political opinions that 
are subtly--or aot so subtly--anti-aristocracy, and some of the token issuers were 
tried and jailed for sedition. Interesting stories abound. Some of the designs are 
satirical or whimsical, and some tell of the interests and thoughts of the period. 


To best describe the origin of the tokens, I can do no better than to quote R.C. 
Bell, author of five books on 18th century tokens: 

During the XVIII century the obsolete equipment of the Royal 
Mint proved to be incapable of meeting the country's monetary 
requirements, and by the middle of the reign of George III 
even the supply of gold and silver was barely adequate. Repea- 
ted appeals from many parts of the country to Parliament fora 
copper currency were ignored, apart from a totally inadequate 
issue of halfpennies and farthings in 1770-75. The shortage of 
small change caused hardship to the work-people of the indus- 
trial cities; employers often being compelled to pay a single 
pound note to four or five men, who then had to visit the stores 
in a body to spend their week’s wages. Finally, in 1787 the Parys 
Mine (Copper) Company of Anglesey solved their pay-day prob- 
lems by issuing penny pieces made of their own metal and 
struck in their own mint. Their lead was quickly followed by 
other industrialists; the second issue of tokens, also in 1787, 
being by John Wilkinson, the Shropshire Iron Master. Soon 
businesses and tradespeople all over the country were sending 
orders for commercial coins tothe manufacturers in Birming- 
ham. Many of these pieces were most attractive and collecting 
“Provincial Coins” became a fashionable pastime. 


Demand creates supply, and some coin manufacturers began to 
produce special “collector's pieces”: medalets purporting to be 
coins but selling at well above their face value... As the adverti- 
sing value of tokens was appreciated some firms issued advertise- 
ment tickets, similar to commercial coins, but with no promise of 
repayment.. Supporters of the Whigs and Tories began to issue 
political pieces... Collectors themselves began to have small per- 
sonal issues struck--a few dozen at most--for exchange with other 
collectors. These Private Tokens were usually beautiful exam- 
ples of the diesinker's art.. Finally, counterfeiters realised that 
whereas forging regal copper carried the risk of imprisonment 
there was no penalty for forging the unofficial coins of com- 
mercial concerns, and so they turned to producing cheap imita- 
tions of most of the better known pieces. By 1797 the amount of 
fraudulent coin was so great that the Government was compelled 
to sanction the issue of regal penny and twopenny pieces of cop- 
per, struck at the Soho manufactory of Boulton and Watt; atthe 
same time declaring the production and issuing of tokens illegal. 
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In conclusion. I not only find these 200 year old tokens of great interest, but 
they are available at modest cost on beautiful, lustrous, proof-like planchets--in 
farthing, halfpenny, and penny size--some common, some rare England had the 
finest die-sinkers, excellent artists. and quality planchets manufactured by Boulton 
and Watt. This combination resulted in a series that was and is a natural for 
collectors. I expect to display a number of these tokens at our next convention in 
Philadetphia. 


Editor’s Comment: Joel knows that I share his enthusiasm for the Conder 
token series When he talks of the availability of these 18th century coppers on 
beautiful. lustrous, proof-like planchets, I can't help but add a little comparison for 
your consideration. 


James Wright, Junior. of Perth. was the designer of a number of Scottish Con- 
der tokens. He also was a contemporary numismatic author; he wrote the 
“Observations on Coins” which preface Denton'’s Firtuoso's Companion and Coin 
Colfectors Guide (London. 1797). as well as the Preface to James Conder's Az 
Arrangement of Provincial Coins. Tokeas. and Medalets, Issued in Great Britatn. [re- 
land aad the Coloates. Withia the Last Twenty Years (Ipswich, 1798), though Dalton 
and Hamer note that he died before the latter was published 


The Forfar, Angusshire tokens of John Steele were designed by Wright. They 
were currency tokens, not private collector's tokens. Dalton and Hamer indicate that 
they were struck to the amount of five hundredweight (abbreviated cwt.). One hund- 
redweight = 1/20 of a long ton, or 112 pounds. or 50.802 kilograms. Based on the 
weight of the illustrated teken. that would indicate an original mintage of about 
35,000. There are four die varieties. Dalton and Hamer list two of these as relatively 
common. one as scarce, and one as very rare. 


Hmmm. Does that sound like anything familiar? Chain cents were struck to 
the tune of 36,103. in four collectible die varieties. Two are in the R3 range: the 
AMERI is a solid R4: the S-2 iseven rarer. We all know how few of us could afford a 
Mint State Chain! And yet. the illustrated Forfar token cost me all of $130. in 1992

The Sawbridgeworth Penny Copies - (“Additional Thoughts” Part 5)

In a token catalog published about 18 years ago, Richard Lobel asked the 
question - “Why Tokens?” Among the answers he suggested to this question was 
one that said that tokens and the circumstances of their issue were (among other 
things) intriguing. 

So with that answer in mind, here is the latest update on my quest to find 
out more about the mysterious Sawbridgeworth 1d copy. A recent friendly and 
helpful chat with a fellow CTCC member who has seen and personally handled 
a dozen or so of these tokens made the following observations which were new 
to me: 

A. The person who did the copies apparently experimented with different 
finishes on them. The copies this member had seen over some years did not all 
have the same appearance. 

B. The word COPY appears on the numbered tokens - but not on all of 
them - only some of them. 


In addition, a Sawbridgeworth 1d copy was noted in a sale catalog recently 
published by another CTCC member. This copy was previously unknown to me. 


That’s all for now. Hopefully, more to come.
